Sir: 

This is an appeal from the Final Office Action dated August 15, 2007 rejecting 
claims 25 - 29 of the pending application. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 41 .37, the following 
brief is submitted, a Notice of Appeal having been filed on September 18, 2007 for the 
above-identified application. 
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I. REAL PARTY IN INTEREST 

The real party in interest is iLight Technologies, Inc., a Delaware corporation 
having offices at 118 South Clinton Street, Suite 370, Chicago, IL 60661-3628. iLight 
Technologies, Inc. is the assignee of record of the application that is the subject of the 
present appeal. 
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II. RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 

Appellants state that the following judicial proceedings are pending which are 
actions brought by iLight Technologies, Inc. to enforce U.S. Patent No. 6,592,238, 
which has been incorporated by reference in the application that is the subject of the 
present appeal: 

• iLight Technologies, Inc. v. Fallon Luminous Products Corporation . U.S. 
District Court for the Middle District of Tennessee (Cookeville), Case No. 
2:06-CV-00025; and 

• iLight Technologies, Inc. v. Tivoli, LLC , U.S. District Court for the Middle 
District of Tennessee (Cookeville), Case No. 2:06-CV-00026. 

In the above-styled actions, iLight Technologies, Inc. has also asserted U.S. 
Patent No. 6,953,262 and U.S. Patent No. 7,188,970, which were continuation 
applications claiming benefit of the application that matured into U.S. Patent No. 
6,592,238. 

The subject matter of the application that is the subject of the present appeal is 
related to, but not the same as, the subject matter of U.S. Patent Nos. 6,592,238; 
6,953,262; and 7,188,970. Furthermore, the application that is the subject of the 
present appeal is not a continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part of the 
applications that matured into U.S. Patent Nos. 6,592,238; 6,953,262; and 7,188,970. 

At the time of this Appeal Brief, there have been no decisions rendered by the 
court in either of the above-styled actions that are believed to relate to, directly affect, or 
have a bearing on the Board's decision in the pending appeal. A current copy of a 
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Docket Report for each of the above-styled actions is included below in the Related 
Proceedings Appendix. 

Applicants are aware of no other prior or pending appeals, judicial proceedings, 
or interferences that may be related to, directly affect, or be directly affected by or have 
a bearing on the Board's decision in the pending appeal. 
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III. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

The status of the claims is as follows: 
Claims rejected: Claims 25 - 29. 
Claims allowed: None. 
Claims withdrawn: None. 
Claims objected to: None. 
Claims canceled: Claims 1 - 24. 

Identification of claims that are being appealed: Claims 25 
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IV. STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 

There have been no amendments proffered after the Final Office Action. All 
previous amendments have been entered and are incorporated into the pending claims. 
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V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

Claim 25 is the sole independent claim involved in the appeal. None of the 
pending claims is in a "means plus function" or a "step plus function" format as 
permitted by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. 

The subject matter defined in Claim 25 is an illumination device for simulating 
neon lighting (pg. 7, lines 18-20) having: 

a solid rod-like member (Figs. 4 - 5, element 112; page 12, lines 15-16) having 
a predetermined length with a light-receiving surface (Fig. 6, element 115; page 13, 
lines 3-5) and a light-emitting surface (Figs. 6-7, element 1 1 3; page 1 2, lines 8-10, 
page 12, lines 15-16), said rod-like member being composed of a substantially flexible 
compound (page 12, lines 13-14; page 8, line 14 - page 10, line 5); 

a flexible circuit board (Figs. 5-7, element 126; page 1 3, lines 1 - 3) received in 
the rod-like member (Figs. 5-7; page 13, lines 1 - 3); 

a multiplicity of spaced point light sources (Figs. 5-7, element 124) arranged in 
a line along said flexible circuit board and extending substantially along the light- 
receiving surface of said rod-like member (Fig. 5; page 12, line 24 - page 13, line 1; 
page 8, lines 6 - 8), such that light entering the rod-like member from said point light 
sources and through the light-receiving surface is preferentially scattered, with light 
being directed along the predetermined length of said rod-like member while also being 
urged out the light-emitting surface of said rod-like member, thus causing a light 
intensity pattern that appears substantially uniform along the light-emitting surface of 
said rod-like member (page 12, lines 19 - 21; page 7 line 21 - page 8, line 13); and 
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a collection surface (Fig. 7, element 140; page 13, lines 20 - 24) positioned near 
said point light sources for collecting and reflecting light not emitted directly into said 
rod-like member (page 13, line 20 - page 14, line 7). 

As a result of such a construction, the illumination device has a uniform glow 
over its light-emitting surface that rivals or surpasses the uniform glow of neon tubing. 
The solid nature of the rod-like member assists in achieving the desired light intensity 
and uniformity for simulating neon lighting by directing light along the length of the rod- 
like member while also urging light out of the light-emitting surface of the rod-like 
member.

VI. GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL 

1 . Whether claim 25 is unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,676,284 to 
Wynne Willson. 
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VII. ARGUMENT 

A. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. 103(a) OVER U.S. PATENT NO. 
6,676,284 TO WYNNE WILLSON 

1. Claim 25 

The Examiner has rejected claim 25, the sole independent claim in the 
application, pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,676,284 ("Wynne Willson"). With respect to this rejection, it is Appellants' intention 
that claims 25 - 29 stand or fall together. 

Independent claim 25 recites an illumination device for simulating neon lighting, 
comprising, inter alia, a solid rod-like member having a predetermined length with a 
light-receiving surface and a light-emitting surface, said rod-like member being 
composed of a substantially flexible compound, a flexible circuit board received in the 
rod-like member, and a multiplicity of spaced point light sources arranged in a line along 
the flexible circuit board and extending substantially along the light-receiving surface of 
said rod-like member. Light enters the rod-like member from the point light sources and 
is preferentially scattered with light being directed along the predetermined length of the 
rod-like member while also being urged out a light-emitting surface of the rod-like 
member, causing a light intensity pattern that is substantially uniform along the light- 
emitting surface of the rod-like member. 

In the Office Action dated August 18, 2007, the Examiner alleges that Wynne 

Willson discloses: 

A flexible illumination device (FIG. 1), comprising: 

-A solid rod-like member 2 including a light receiving surface 
- inner surface the rod-like member 2-, and light-emitting

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surface - outer surface of the rod-like member 2 (Figure 1 ; 
col. 6, lines 43 - 46; Claim 34; and column 10, lines 31 - 
34); Note: Wynne Willson teaches the rod-like member 
formed of a flexible material or rigid material. 

-The rod-like member 2 composed of a substantially flexible 
material (Figure 1 , column 6, lines 43 - 46; Claim 34; and 
column 10, lines 31 - 34). Note: Wynne Willson teaches the 
rod-like member formed of a flexible material or rigid 
material. 

It is respectfully submitted that the cited passages, figure and claim of the Wynne 
Willson reference do not contain a teaching or suggestion of a solid rod-like member 
composed of a substantially flexible compound, as recited in claim 25 of the application. 

Column 6, lines 43 - 46 of the Wynne Willson reference state as follows: 

It is a further option for components of the apparatus of the 
invention, such as comprising light sources and diffuser, to 
be deformably mounted together to that they can be 
configured into a required display shape, such as by 
mounting them on deformable support structure. 

Column 10, lines 31 - 34 of the Wynne Willson reference state as follows: 

Referring to FIGS. 1, 2 and 3, apparatus of the invention is 
shown generally as 1 (and referred to also a "flow light") and 
comprises an elongate diffuser 2 made of rigid, translucent 
diffusing plastics material. 

Claim 34 recites an "Apparatus according to claim 31, wherein the LED's are 
mounted on a flexible support, and wherein said diffuser is flexible such that the 
apparatus is formed in a variety of linear configurations." 

It is respectfully submitted that neither FIG. 1, nor the passages of Wynne 
Willson cited in the Office Action and reproduced above, nor claim 34 teach or suggest 
a solid rod-like member composed of a substantially flexible compound, as recited in 
claim 25 of the present application because: (1 ) the cited passages teach a tubular or 
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tube-like diffuser, which is not a teaching of the solid rod-like member recited in claim 
25; and (2) the cited passage from column 10 describing FIG. 1 (as well as FIG. 2 and 
FIG. 3) specifically teach that the diffuser of FIG. 1 is made of a rigid material. 

With respect to the first distinction, Wynne Willson teaches tubular diffusers. For 
instance, column 6, lines 47 - 53 (which immediately succeed and further describe the 
passage from column 6, lines 43 - 46 cited above) describe "[o]ne particular 
embodiment of the apparatus has a deformable tubular diffuser partially or wholly 
surrounding a row of LEDs which can the be deformed into a desired shape, for 
example into wording for a sign, into a lighting effect around a doorway, or to run in a 
long line around the outline of a window or building." (emphasis added). Additionally, 
column 6, lines 8-9 state that "[t]he diffuser may thus substantially surround the light 
sources and be tube-like ." (emphasis added). It is respectfully submitted that a tubular 
or tube-like diffuser is not the solid rod-like member as recited in claim 25. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner acknowledges that Wynne Willson discloses 
two distinct embodiments, the first embodiment being shown and described in 
connection with FIG. 1, and the second embodiment being shown and described in 
connection with FIG. 9. Applicants maintain that both embodiments fail to teach or 
suggest a "solid rod-like member." The first embodiment comprises a single tubular 
diffuser 2 (FIG. 1). The second embodiment comprises a hollow construction comprised 
of a tubular outer diffuser and a tubular inner diffuser (FIG. 9). 

Further, claim 25 recites that light is "directed along the predetermined length of 
said rod-like member while also being urged out the light-emitting surface of said rod- 
like member," a result that is directly related to the "essentially solid" nature of the 
- 11 - 
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substantially rod-like member. The Wynne Willson reference simply does not teach or 
suggest a solid rod-like member, such that light entering the rod-like member from the 
point light sources is directed along the predetermined length of the rod-like member 
while also being urged out the light-emitting surface of the rod-like member, thus 
causing a light intensity pattern that appears substantially uniform along the light- 
emitting surface of the rod-like member. 

With respect to the second distinction, it is respectfully submitted that FIG. 1 and 
the cited passage in column 10 describing FIG. 1 not only fail to teach or suggest a solid 
rod-like member composed of a substantially flexible compound, but specifically teach 
that the diffuser of FIG. 1 is made of a rigid material, which is the antithesis of a flexible 
compound, Indeed, it is readily apparent that the hollow, tubular diffuser 2 of FIG. 1 of 
the Wynne Willson reference must be made of a rigid material because if such a diffuser 
was made of a flexible compound, it would likely collapse in on itself due to its hollow 
(non-solid), thin-walled, tubular structure. The rod-like member of the present invention 
as recited in claim 25 avoids this issue because it is solid (non-hollow), forming a 
structure that is capable of flexing without collapsing. Thus, FIG. 1 and the cited 
passage in column 10 do not teach or suggest the solid rod-like member composed of a 
substantially flexible compound, as recited in claim 25, and, in fact, teach away from 
such a structure. 
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Thus, Appellants respectfully submit that Wynne Willson fails to teach or suggest 
the illumination device for simulating neon lighting as recited in claim 25. Accordingly, it 
is respectfully requested that the Board reverse the rejection of the claims.

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VIII. CLAIMS APPENDIX 

The claims that follow are claims pending in the application and contain 
amendments made on June 04, 2007. 

1-24. (cancelled) 

25. (previously presented) An illumination device for simulating neon lighting, 
comprising: 

a solid rod-like member having a predetermined length with a light- 
receiving surface and a light-emitting surface, said rod-like member being composed of 
a substantially flexible compound; 

a flexible circuit board received in said rod-like member; 

a multiplicity of spaced point light sources arranged in a line along said 
flexible circuit board and extending substantially along the light-receiving surface of said 
rod-like member, such that light entering the rod-like member from said point light 
sources and through the light-receiving surface is preferentially scattered, with light 
being directed along the predetermined length of said rod-like member while also being 
urged out the light-emitting surface of said rod-like member, thus causing a light 
intensity pattern that appears substantially uniform along the light-emitting surface of 
said rod-like member; and 

a collection surface positioned near said point light sources for collecting 
and reflecting light not emitted directly into said rod-like member. 
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26. (previously presented) The illumination device as recited in claim 25, 
wherein said collection surface is adjacent a portion of the outer surface of said rod-like 
member. 

27. (previously presented) The illumination device as recited in claim 25, 
wherein said point light sources are light emitting diodes. 

28. (previously presented) The illumination device as recited in claim 25, in 
which said substantially flexible compound is impregnated with a filler, said filler 
deflecting light incident thereon so as to achieve the desired preferential scattering of 
light and causing the light intensity pattern to appear substantially uniform along the 
light-emitting surface of said rod-like member. 

29. (previously presented) The illumination device as recited in claim 28, 
wherein said filler is a plurality of micro balloons, each having a shell and deflecting light 
incident thereon.
